*>JpJt  When  the  present  graduating  class — or  its 
remnants — marches  down  the  hill  the  last  Sun- 
day of  February,  we  shall  have  arrived  at  the 
final  curtain  of  the  four-year  college  and  the 
traditional  arts  curriculum.  The  immediate 
future  is  seen  but  darkly  through  the  opaque 
medium  of  the  Army  Training  Plan  which  has 
been  in  the  process  of  becoming  since  Pearl 
Harbor.  Inasmuch  as  time  doesn't  stand  still, 
the  colleges  have  had  to  improvise  different 
plans  to  meet  the  shifting  circumstances.  Here 
at  the  College  our  program  falls  into  four  di- 
visions. First  there  is  the  general  two  -  year 
program  which  combines  pre-induction  subjects 
with  whatever  can  be  given  of  the  arts  and  re- 
ligion. The  supposition  underlying  this  course 
is  that  the  general  student  will  hardly  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  longer  than  two  years.  Those 
who  can  do  so  will  be  able  to  complete  about 
two-thirds  of  the  standard  college  course.  The 
second  group  consists  of  the  naval  reservists 
who'  will  be  able  to  complete  two-thirds  or  even 
the  entire  course  according  to  time  schedules 
already  announced  by  the  Navy  Department. 
The  third  division  is  composed  of  those  who  are 
majoring  in  science;  the  present  prospect  is  that 
they  will  be  permitted  to  complete  their  training 
depending,  of  course,  on  the  interpretations  of 
the  Draft  Boards.  A  special  curriculum  will  take 
care  cf  pre-medical  students.  Perhaps  too,  one 
should  include  pre-theological  students  and 
the  very  few  who  are  deferred  because  of  some 
physical  disability.  The  definitive  publication 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  Training  plans  will  un- 
doubtedly make  necessary  some  further 
changes  in  these  proqrams.  It  is  generally  un- 
derstood that,  in  addition  to  its  general  Train- 
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ing  Plan,  the  Army  will  call  for  relatively  brief 
courses  to  train  men  in  the  specific  technical 
fields. 

From  these  strands  one  can  place  together 
an  outline  of  what  the  typical  urban  college 
looks  like  at  the  present  with  some  general 
idea  of  the  future  war  organization.  More  in- 
teresting, perhaps,  would  be  an  outline  of  the 
post-war  college;  but  to  draw  that  would  re- 
quire a  gift  of  prophecy.  I  would  not  wish  to 
hazard  a  guess  as  to  the  ultimate  effect  of  the 
deep  changes  which  are  now  taking  place. 
Much  has  been  written  on  the  advisability  of 
loppinq  a  year  or  two  from  the  four-year  col- 
lege. But  this  involves  a  complete  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  educational  system  from  the  grad- 
uate to  the  grade  school.  So  far  there  has  been 
little  disposition  on  the  part  of  all  concerned 
to  grapple  with  the  problem.  The  principle  of 
acceleration  may  very  well  remain  to  eliminate 
the  long  summer  vacation.  More  important 
than  the  time  element  will  be  the  character 
of  post-war  education.  If  this  war  proves  to  be 
the  final  challenge  of  the  utilitarian  and  ma- 
terialistic philosophies  which  have  ruled  the 
past  century,  the  liberal  arts  which  have  been 
more  and  more  diluted  for  the  past  decades 
will  return  to  a  purer  and  more  vigorous  life. 
But  if  victory  means  a  stronger  assertion  of  the 
supremacy  of  the  useful,  the  arts  will  become 
even  more  anemic  with  education  stressing 
science,  technology,  commerce  and  vocational 
training.  In  spite  of  the  idealism  of  the  decla- 
ration of  the  war  aims,  there  are  still  many 
reasons  to  make  us  doubtful  of  the  ultimate 
resolution  of  forces.

On 
September  1 4,  1  942,  he  took  off  from  Hender- 
son Field,  Guadalcanal  Island,  Solomon  Islands, 
leading  his  division  in  response  to  the  air  raid 
signal.  Upon  being  informed  that  twenty  single 
engine  seaplanes  were  strafing  the  field,  and  with 
no  visible  horizon  and  greatly  reduced  visibility 
due  to  darkness  coming  on,  he  dove  to  the  attack 
through  heavy  anti-aircraft  fire.  Within  ten 
minutes  he  had,  unaided,  shot  down  three  of  the 
enemy  aircraft.  Prior  to  this  action  he  had  shot 
down  two  twin  engine  enemy  bombers  and  one 
type  "zero"  fighter  for  a  total  of  six  planes  shot 
down.

CLASSES   UP   TO    1914 

J^jr  "Boston  lost  a  great  citizen,  Bos- 
ton College  a  great  alumnus,  in  the 
death  of  the  Honorable  Joseph  F. 
O'Connell,  more  familiarly  and  af- 
fectionately known  as  '"Joe  O'Con- 
nell." His  sudden  death  came  as  a 
special  shock  to  all  those  who  gath- 
ered at  the  University  Club  the  pre- 
vious Monday  evening  to  celebrate 
with  him  the  passing  of  his  seven- 
tieth birthday.  The  gathering  was  a 
notable  one. 

It  was  a  tribute  to  the  esteem, 
respect  and  affection  which  this  man 
commanded  from  all  who  knew  him 
in  life.  The  lowly  and  the  humble 
as  well  as  those  who  sit  in  the  seats 
of  the  mighty,  the  leaders  of  the 
professional  and  civic  life  of  Boston 
were  all   there. 

Joe  O'Connell  was  a  friend  who 
always  came  in  when  the  rest  of  the 
world  went  out.  In  the  love  of  the 
land  of  his  forefathers  he  was  as 
Irish  as  Killarney  yet  as  American  as 
Thanksgiving,  and  as  solid  as  Ply- 
mouth Rock.  A  student  of  history, 
especially  the  history  of  the  land  and 
ancient  culture  of  his  forebears,  he 
had  few  equals  and  no  superiors  in 
Boston.  He  had  something  unique 
to  offer  to  the  world, — a  learned 
and  sound  legal  mind,  combined  with 
great  business  sagacity,  a  combina- 
tion as  rare  as  it  was  valuable.  The 
greatest  contribution  one  can  make 
to  the  sum  total  of  things  is  to  give 
himself,  his  entire  self.  This  Joe 
O'Connell  always  gave  to  every  cause 
he  ever  championed.  He  was  in- 
deed the  happy  warrior,  he  'whom 
every  man  in  arms  should  wish  to 
be.' 

To  those  who  knew  him  best  and 
loved  him  most.  Life  will  never  seem 
quite  the  same  without  Joe  O'Con- 
nell in  it." — (Remarks  by  James  A. 
Dorsey,  '94,  on  the  occasion  of  Mr. 
O'Connell's  death)  .
